BUYING AT CHRISTIE'S

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Eddie Rickenbacker's, an eccentric saloon 
in the Financial District of San Francisco 
(SoMa), epitomizes the spirit a city known 
for its quirky characters and strident 
individualism. 

Opened in 1987 by Norman Jay Hobday (a.k.a. Henry Africa, due to his 
eponymous previous bar, also in San Francisco), it quickly became a place 
of San Franciscan lore. Among the superb collection of seven magnificent 
Tiffany lamps stationed behind the bar (lined up among the tumblers and 
martini passes, die lamps had military caps serving as toppers and were 
chained together with padlocks) vintage motorcycles hang from the ceiling 
interspersed with Venetian glass chandeliers and model trains circling die 
perimeter from above. 

Rickenbacker's was not Hobday's first foray into the San Francisco bar 
scene. In 1970 he and his brother opened Henry Africa's, and in no time 
it became not only a San Francisco institution but a new type of venue, 
adopted by bars across the country. More upscale than many barrooms, 
it was here that Hobday pioneered the concept of the "fern bar," which 
catered to young professionals looking for mixed drinks in genteel 
surroundings. Touted also as the birthplace of the Lemon Drop martini, 
Henry Africa's prospered throughout the '70s and into the '80s, and few in 
San Francisco during those years did not venture in to its bustling environs. 
After Africa's closed in 1986, Hobday quickly opened a new tavern on 
Second Street, Eddie Rickenbacker's, named for the World War 1 flying ace, 
which continued the legacy of Henry Africa's but, with its oudandish decor, 
also created its own unique niche in the panoply of San Francisco taverns.

Raised in an impoverished family, on what he 
described as a 'dirt' farm near Buffalo, NY, Hobday 
was an iconoclast and a consummate inventor; not 
only did he create the Lemon Drop and the fern 
bar, but he reinvented his own persona — renaming 
himself Henry Africa after his own bar where he 
dressed in uniform and frequently spun yarns to 
entertain. At Rickenbacker's, where Hobday literally 
lived with Higgins, a portly orange tabby cat he 
rescued after Hurricane Katrina, he could often 
be seen in glasses widi only one lens drinking gin 
martinis (before noon) served by a bartender named 
"Perky." Rickenbacker's, as Africa's before it, is 
the product of Hobday's non-conformist, fertile 
imagination, which included a penchant for Tiffany 
lamps selected with an extraordinarily keen eye. 



The colorful floral lamps, diat include superb 
examples of the 'Wisteria' and 'Laburnum' models, 
with their domed forms and intense hues, were a 
starding but intriguing contrast with the rest of the 
decor at Rickenbacker's. An inveterate collector, 
starting his Tiffany collection with the 'Daffodil,' 
Hobday thoughtfully acquired each subsequent 
lamp, taking great joy in the hunt as well as in the 
fantastical creation of Eddie Rickenbacker's, With 
a distinct atmosphere which has been the essence 
of a particularly exciting milieu of San Francisco, 
Rickenbacker's imminent closure will certainly mark 
the end of an era.
